MANITOBA WILL 
ABANDON POOL 
FOR THIS YEAR 


Winnipeg, Aug. 30.—The general or- 
ganization committee of the United 
Farmers of Manitoba decided late to- 
day that it was impracticable to or- 
ganize a wheat pool to handle this 
year’s crop in Manitoba, but will pro- 
ceed at once to organize a wheat pool 
to be ready in time to handle the crop 
of 1924. 


In‘a lengthy resolution mdgnted by | 
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50 per cent was not obtained. 

Many farmers throughout the pro- 
vince had“ been hglding back. from 
signing up until they were sure that 
the pool would actually function, Mr 
Jackman said. These farmers had 
been in communication with the pool 
officials and were now 3igning con- 
tracts and sending them to the pool 
headquarters. 

Very Many Obstac'es 

Mr, Jackman said the results that 
were being achieved by the voluntary 
canvassers throughout the province 
in the wheat pool drive were excel- 
lent, considering the haudicaps under 
which they wete working. 

He pointed out that the time of the 
year, with harvesting practically gen- 
eral throughout the province, made it 
difficult for a thorough canvass to be 
made, and that if it had not been for 
the harvest the result would undouwbt- 
edly have been that the pool would 
have secured considerably m.re than 
the 50 per cent of the icraage. How-

Osaka, Sept. 5.—So vast an area of 
Japan has been devastated by the 
greatest earthquake in the history of 
the country that it will be long before 
the actual loss of life is known. The 
most reliable estimates of the dead up 
to the present reach as high as 200,000 
to 320,000. Tokio and Yokohama with 
surrounding towns, which formed the 
centre of the disturbance, are almost 
completely in ruins. For two days 
Tokio was swept by flames, and apart 
from the loss of life caused’ directly 
through the falling of buildings, thou- 
sands must have perished in their at- 
tempts to make their way through 
the fire zones, and other thousands 
through exhaustion, 


A City Destroyed 


Yokohama, Japan's busiest port, is 
a city destroyed. Probably more com- 
plete destruction has been wrought 
there than in the capital itself, for its 
great docks were torn asunder, its 
shipping wrecked, its public buildings 
levelled to the earth. A

HELPFUL HINTS 
FOR HOUSEHOLDERS 


An excellent summer drink to cool 
the blood is made by adding a half 
teaspoonful of cream of tartar to a 
glass of lemonade. The cream of tar- 
tar should be well stirred and. then 
allowed to settle. 


In beating the whites of eggs in 
warm weather, be sure to choose a 
cool place and put in a pinch of salt, 
which will greatly hasten in bringing 
them to a snow. 

Do not throw away tea leaves; col- 
lect them in a pail; pour over them 
some boiling water and leave for an 
hour. Strain and bottle the brown 
liquid, which will make a_ splendid 
gloss maker, Use with a soft piece 
of flannel on mirrors, glasses or win- 
dows.

Farmers in U. S. Worse 


| Off than they are in Alberta 


With due allowance for every un- 
| satisfactory condition under which 
farmers of Alberta are now living and 
working, and taking inte account atl 
such ,considerations as high costs of 
{production, tow prices for producis, 
increasing taxation and the like, the 
lfact remains that as compared with 
farmers in some other parts of the 
continent they are very well off. All 
the evidence goes to show that the 
agricultural industry in many of the 
‘American states, for instance, is at 
‘present seriously depressed, 

One of the conclusions reached from 
the existing situation across the line 
lis that President Coolidge has the op- 
portunity of a lifetime, and that if he 
lean find ways and means of meeting 
{the situation and bringing about some 
effective relief, he will make justly 
deserved fame for himself; otherwise 
he and his party will come to grief. 
| Letters are being received by the sec- 
lretary of agriculture in great numbers 
that take this view of the matter, 
pointing out that the American far- 
mer faces disaster because the price 
jhe receives for his crops is so low 
'and the price he pays for the nee- 
fessaries of life is so high.

receive for the products they raise, 
and that if they do not get relief in 
the near future many will go out of 
business.

Canada’s 


Wheat Pools 


Alberta, Saskatchewan and Mani- 
toba have all decided to organize vol- 
untary wheat pools in the three pro- 
vinces to include at least fifty per 

cent. of the grain growers, Each pro- 
vince is organizing its own pool, and 
they will probably be run separately. 
The governments of the provinces are 
sympathetic, but the pools are not 
seeking government aid. Each farm- 
er is asked to sign a binding contract 
to sell his wheat only to the pool for 
a. period of five years, and the officials 
of the pool will take all the necessary 
measures to market the wheat and to 
finance the farmer while doing so. 
The success of the pool depends, of 
course, upon its management, and 
upon the loyal co-operation of its 
members. The project is a big one, 
as the marketing of 150,000,000 or 200,- 
000,000 bushels of grain is a job that 
requires considerable skill and expert 
knowledge, and toot much must not 
be expected of the pool; but at least 
the tentlency will be to prevent a dis- 
astrous slump in the price of wheat, 
and to secure to the grain growers of 
the west the best price the markets 
of the world are willing to pay. With 
responsible men at the head of each 
pool there should be ‘no difficulty in 
financing their operations. We wish

Combining reports of this in- 
spection with reports received from a 


number of regular correspondents, the 


estimate of the wheat yield has been 
‘placed at 24 bushels to the adore. 

An agreement has finally been 
reached between the dominion bureau 
of statistics at Ottawa and the provin- 
cial statistical branch at Edmonton, 
whereby the acreage of wheat for this 
year has been placed at 5,956,461. 

The oat crop is uniformly heavy 
throughout the whole of the province. 
On account of the lodred condition of 
a great deal of the crop, it is impos- 
sible to make an estimate of the yield. 
There is no doubt that there will be 
som loss in harvesting; depending on 
some extent upon the weather for the 
next three weeks. A considerable pro- 
portion of the oats has been cut 
throughout the centre and north dur- 
ing the coming week. A large percent- 
age of the crop will be cut for green 
feed on account of lodged condition. 
The acreage on oats for all purposes 
is placed approximately at 4,500,000 
acres, 

Fall rye is practically all cut and 
will make a very light yield owing ta! 


past. week by Hon. Perren Bakery 
Minister of. Education, These figures 
show three things: first, that the ay-

In June last six resident tax payers 
of the Demers school district No. 3990 
entered an appeal with Esten Wil- 
liams, police magistrate -of Leduc, 
against the amounts for which their 
lands. were respectively assessed by 
the school board of said school dis- 


trict, 


According to the terms of the 
School Assessment act of Alberta all 
school districts which have not form- 
ed themselves into village districts 
under the act are obliged to send out 
notices of assessment to all tax pay- 
ers in their districts and are further 
obliged, without the use of any dis- 

| cretion whatever,-to use the figures 


der the Supplementary Revenue act. 
In other words, the assessments for 
supplementary revenue purposes are 
the ussessments upon which the or- 
dinary school districts must 
their taxes. 

ln spite of this absence of discre- 
tion on the part of school hoards, the 
School Assessment act allows a right 
of appeal from the said assessments 
to the nearest justice of the peace oc 
police magistrate. On the strength 
of the right of appeal, six ratepayers 
in the Demers school district appear- 
ed before Mr, Williams, police magis- 
trate, recently and on the strength of 
their statements the assessments in 
all cases were’ reduced by various 
amounts. As the result of this ap;eal 
the Demers school board on their part 
invoked the provisions of the School 
Assessment act and further appeal 
from the decision of the magistrate 
to the district court judge of the Wet- 
askiwin district, in which the school 
district in question is situated. 

At the hearing of the appeal before 
;his honor Judge Lees, the school 
board contended through its counsel, 
'M. H. S. Coulter, that while there was 
a right of appeal to the police magis- 
trate, the police magistrate was nec- 
essarily restricted to changing the 
supplementary revenue figures only 
in cases where a mistake as to such 
figures could be proved. In support | 
of this contention a judgment of -his 
honor Judge’ Mahaffy of the Red Deer 
judicial district was quoted. In_ his 
judgment Judge Mahaffy ruled that 
the whole question to be decided was! 
a question of law as to the meaning of | 
‘Section 7, subsection 2, of the Sehool 
Assessment act: “The assessed val- 
ue of the land as fixed for the pur- 
poses of the supplementary revenue 
tax shall be taken as the assessed 
bine for the purposes of this sec- 
tion.”

Grant Hall has just returned from 
a tour of inspection over the line.

Western crop 
conditions, and quite realizing the 
immensity of the task that lies be- 
fore the railroads in moving this 
crop, 

It Was ‘agreed that last year's 
handling of the crop left no room 
for criticism., The tremendous task 
of moving out the grain was 
handled /in splendid style by the 
railroads, and there is every indi- 
cation the same thing will happen 
this year. Grant Hall, interviewed 
on his return to Montreal, said, 
“The Canadian Pacific is preparing 
to move the grain and we expect to 
keep up to all our previous good 
records in that line.” 

It was fortunate for Canada that 
the company months ago decided to 
largely add to its rolling stock. The 
Canadian Pacific is this year build- 
ing 86 engines and 2,000 new 
freight cars or practically forty 
freight trains of fifty cars each, 
enough equipment to have moved 
the entire western crop of a very 
few years ago. This new equip- 
ment will be on hand to do its 
share of the work this year. 

Mr. Hall-makes no prediction as 
to the actual yield, but of the gen- 
eral conditions he says:—‘In the 
long term of years in which I have 
watched the development of. the 
grain crop I feel safe in saying that 
never have | been quite so enthu- 
siastic about the prospects.

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EAT VEGETABLES’ 
TO GET VITAMINS 


Comparatively recent is the addi- 
tion of the word ‘Vitamin’ to our 
vocabulary, and even though the use 
of the word is now common, its mean- 
ing is not yet understood. Physicians 
have’ long. recognized the value of 
jrccetables: in the. daily dict ‘and we 
jee now told that this “value lies large- 
ly in tle fact that they contain, vita- 
mins, and that vitamins are necessary 
to life. Some vegetables contain larg; 
cr quantities sand of different kinds 
then others. “Three distinct kinds of 
vitamins have been named vA", “BY 
and “C”, { 

Vitamin “ AY is a mysterious cle- 
ment in food, without Which children 
cannot, grow, but which grown folks 
also need. Shortage of vitamin “A” 
leads to disease of the eye, skin, and 
kidneys; and it may cause bad teeth, 
diarrhoea, pellagra,, and /other ail- 
ments. As a fule, seeds of all kinds 
are rather deficient in vitamin “A”, 
although green peas contain an ap- 
preciable amount. Taeaty plants on the 
other hand, arg valtable foods in this 
regard. Spinach and chard are prob- 


ably the richest of the common leafy 


foods in this‘element, lettuce ranks 
next, with cabbage holding third plxce. 

The roots and tubers vary, sweet 
potatoes and carrots ranking first, 


swhile white or Irish potatoes contain, 


but a sinall amount, and it is doubtful 
if beets, rutabagas and parsnips con- 
tain appreciable amounts. Tomatoes, 
however, are very rich in vitamin “AN 
and Hubbard squash | is also a valu- 
able source. Little work has heen 
done.on the fruits but there is evi- 
dence that apples, bananas and __ or- 
anges contain small amounts of this 
vitamin. ; 
Vitamin “B” is ‘guardian of good 
digestion and proper functioning of 
the liver and other glands. This vita- 
min is found in the germ and branny 
portion of cereals. In the. milling of 
wheat, however, this vilamin is so 
completely removed that in the’ best 
grades of flour it is completely lack! 
ing.- This does hot mean that we 
shold condemn the white breads, | } 
starchy foods, white rice, ete.; — it 
merely means that we should choose 
our foods intelligently and eat more 
vegetables: an 
Potatoes, sweet and white, contain 


e 
appreciable: amounts of vitamin “B”, 


although the turnip and onion are 
more valuable in this regard. The 
beet root contains a fair amount. al 
though its leaves appear to be much 
richer, This vitamin is also found in 
the tomato, cabbage, lettuce, spinach, 
parsley and the lowly dandelion, the 
tomato being especially valuable. 
While_ many fruits have not been 
studied, it is probably safe to state 
that most fruit juices contain  ap- 
preciable amounts of vitamin “B”, It 
is likewise probably true that nuts 
are valuable sources of this vitamin, 
inasmuch as all nuts-that have been 
studied contain appreciable amounts. 
Vitamin “C!’ prevents disease and 
promotes; the general health. Lack of 
it gives the skin a bad color and 
makes the heart weak. It has long 
been known that lemons, limes, or- 
anges and fresh fruits are curative in 
scurvy. It has only been in recent 
years that we have understood that 
this curative effect was due to vita- 
min “C’. While oranges have been 
used for a number of years in the treat- 
ment ofinfantile scurvy, it is only re- 
cently that it has become the commen 
practice to supply orange: juice — to 
infants as part of the regular feeding 
practice. More recently it has been 
discovered that tomato juice is prac- 
tically equal to the juice of the orange 
in this regard, and many physicians in 


| the poorer districts of the large cities 


are prescribing strained tomato jvice 
in place of orange juice. The juice of 
canned tomatoes seems to be very 
satisfactory for this purpose, indicat- 
ing that the canning process is not 
particularly destructive as far as vita- 
min “C” is concerned. Berries are 
known to have scurvy curing proper- 
ties, although little investigational 
work has been done. 2 

The Swedish turnip or rotabaga ‘is 
very valuable as a source of vitamin 
“co” and the same is true of the carrot. 
Young carrots are apparently more 
valuable than old carrots and this ap- 
pears to be true for many vegetables. 
As a rule, it is probably'safe to state 


that the vitamin content of vegetables |

will be glad to know that raw cabbage 
is one of the best sources of vitamin 
“C” that we have, Toniatoes have 
the three kinds of vitamins necessary 
to human health, Most vegetables 
have one or two but seldom all three, 
It. is probably best to eat our fruits 
and vegetables in the fresh form when 
it is possible to do so. There is little 
however, to be feared from the usual 
methods of canning and cooking. If 
we eat a sufficient amount of veget- 
ables and fruit throughout the year, 
it will not matter is a small percent- 
age of the vitamins are destroyed in 
the cooking: process. As a rule, long 
continued heating or cooking is con- 
sidered undesirable, and air should be 
excluded as far as possible. 
It is not necessary that we be veget- 
arians, We should be reasonable and 
sensible and not faddists. Every. diet 
especially that of growing children, 
should contain milk, butter, eggs, 
fresh fruit, and-fresh vegetables if we 
expect to obtain the best results. 
Various fruit and canning recipe 
books ,have been issued from time to 
time, but the best that has recently 
come to our attention is that issued 
by the fruit branch of the Dominion 
department of agriculture. These 
booklets contain recipes which haye 
been thoroughly tested, are practical 
and economical. They may ‘be had 
free upon application to the Fruit 
Commissioner, Department of Agricul- | 
ture, Ottawa. 


OLD PARTIES IN 
ALBERTA LOOKING 
FOR NEW LEADERS 


Edmonton, Aug. 27-—The Conserya- 
tives are more Active than any of the 
political parties in the province at the 
present time. The results of the pro- 
vincial elections in Ontario and Prince 
Edward fsland have put new life in- 
to the Conservative organizations in 
the different provinces, Although the 
party had almost ceased to funetion 
in the west, it has shown unmistake- 
able signs of rejuvenation in the last 
few weeks. 

Dr. Tolmie is acting in a very sue- 
cessful Qhanner as thg Dr. Coue of the 
party and a large number of aspiring 
politicians on waking every morning 
repeat with some enthusiasm “every 
day in every way the Conservative 
party is becoming stronger and strong- 
er,” 

The Conservatives are quietly or- 
ganizing for the coming provincial con- 
test, which for some reason or other, 
is Lalieved nearer ut hand than the 
federal elections. The party is with- 
out a real supporter in the house, al- 
though General Stewart admits he is 
a conservative. In the last’ provincial 
election he was a candidate in the 
Lethbridge riding, but he ran as an in- 
dependent Conservative. In the last 
session of the house he was a Hoad- 
leyite, and is.always independent. 

Two names are mentioned as a 
probable leader, John Imrie, managing 
director of the Edmonton Jourpal, and 
A, G. Blair, one time member “of par: 
liament for Victolia viding.. My. Im- 
rie is a comparative uaw comer in the 
province, but he is well thought of by 
the Conservatives and by Edmonton 
in general, 

There is also a well founded belief 
that the Liberals also will have a new 
leader before the house mcets again, 
Many Liberals insist ‘hat they Npave 
almost definite information that there 
will be a vacancy in one of ihe courts 
at an early date, and that John Rk.

perfect condition. Engineers and firemen are given - 
explicit instructions not to dump live coals or to throw ° 
waste upon the right of way, and should an engine : 
crew notice a blaze, by a series of whistles the sec-- 
tion men and fire patrol are notified, and the nearest. 
despatcher takes steps to secure whatever additional:

The Canadian Pacific maintains a regular and 
efficient force which patrols the right of way in.

S.. Prohibition has brought aout 
wholesale disrespect for law. 

9. Prohibition has increased alco- 
holic consumption by the adolescent 
male and female. 

10. Prohibition has caused poison- 
ous death-dealing drinks to be made 
and promiscuously sold. 

11, Prohibition has brought about 
wholesale bootlegging and illicit ped- 
dling of impure liquors. 

12. Prohibition has brought about 
an increase in the manufacture of 
spurious money. 

13.—Prohibition has brought about 
speak-easies for the sale clandestine- 
ly, of liquor. 

14. Prohibition has many sins, soc- 
ial and hygienic, to account for. 

These fourteen points are  conse- 
quences disappointing in our public 
healthy experiences, and they are a 
terrible idictment of such regulation. 
These facts should make thinking peo- 
ple consider seriously if this is the 
right way to deal with the problems.” 

Thus says Dr. Hubbard, whose duty 
it is to truly know of these things.

The California farmer is having his 
trouble Just as ig the mid-western 
farmer, A-letter from that Pacific 
coast state says that wheat at-harvest 
time in 1913 brought $1.65 per hun- 
dred pounds as compared with $1.85 
in 1922; barlay brought 90 cents and 
85 cents for the twu periods: and oats 
$1.50 and $1.65. However, shoes that 
could be purchased in 1912 for $3 a 
pair lreught $6 in 1922; a woolen suit 
worth $25 in 19138 was worth $45 in 
1922; and farm labor that could be 
had in plenty in 1913 for 20 cents an 
hour’ now is scarce at 50 cents an 
hour. s 

A Montana farmer advises the de- 
partment that fifty sheriff's notices of 
foryclosures have been posted in a 
single town within a-week, Not 50 
per cent. of the taxpayers in Colum- 
bus county have paid their taxes for 
last year. Help is scarce even though 
it is pald $75 a month and board. An- 
other Montana writer says that a far- 
mer must sell four cowhides to buy 
a single pair of shees; that becavse 
of the difference between the prices 
received for farm products aul the 
prices raid for manufactured goods, 
many farmers have gone into bank- 
ruptey. 


Hard Luck Stories 

“Tam fifty years old and my whole 
life has been spent on the farm,” says 
still another Montanw tarmer, ‘The 
cows I shipped te Chicago in! ~918 
brought 9 cents a pound; last fall iny 
cows brought dnly 4% cents a pound. 
I raised 5000 bushels of potatoes last 
year. I hauled 1300 sacks to our po- 
tato exchange and fed out the rest. I 
bought the sacks of the-exchange and 
have not got one cent from them for 
my spuds, so I am out all my work 
and the price of the hauling. Under 
present conditions the farmer's dol- 
lar will have to rustle to be worth 
fifty cents.” : 

A Washington state banker who 


‘Jowns and operates two dairy farms, 


says that the Pacific coast farmer has 
had many heartrending expericnces 
since the ending of the war. Practi- 
cally everything ‘in the line of farming 
machinery is ‘nearly double the price 
it was prior to the war, whereas what 
‘the farmer has to sell has advanced 
compartively ITttle, making it next to 
impossible to operate the average 
farm at a profit, A number of farms 
have been abandoned this year, and 
more will be abandoned, in the opin- 
ion of the banker, unless conditions 
change. |
